Can the county afford to 
triple the size of the full-time staff, adding perhaps a 
couple of hundred thousand dollars to the sheriff's 
budget, which now runs about $550,000? 

Those are tough questions, ones which Munn and the 
commissioners are approaching realistically. 

— Given a jail of a certain size, there maybe ways'fn " 
which the county can dejtoi the facility to reduce the 
need for a fulj-lime stalf^ our view, the time.to deal 
with those variables is now, before a bond Is sought. 

In any bonding request, we believe the people have a 
right to know the real costs of the project's construc- 
■tion and operating expenses. That is true for the 
■proposed city-school district swimming pool as weil-as— 
for theproposed Jail.-- 1 — - - . . _
